Milwaukee, Dec. la,—Charles Pfister has been released from the charges 


brought against him by the district attorney 
o£ Milwaukee—McGovern— 


and is completely vindicated of the charge of converting for his own use 
fourteen thousand dollars belonging to the Milwaukee Rendering Company. 
The decision of Judge Brazee ends one of the most spectacular trials that 
has ever been held in the state. His decision. this morning in granting 
the motion o£ Mr. Pfister's attorneys to dismiss the defendant without 
proceeding further with the trial is one of the most /e-markable vindica- 
tions that 'has ever been recorded. 
Judge Brazee made his decision based 


on the facts that no evidence had been introduced .to support the charge 
of stealing fourteen thousand dollars from the Wisconsin Rendering Com- 
pany. The case of the District attorney fell like paste-boards and one of • 
the greatest cases in the annals of Wisconsin politics came to an abrupt 
end without even having been decided by a jury. Mr. Pfister is exonerat- 
ed 
He is completely cleared of the sensational charges brought against 


him by a ring of Milwaukee politicians for political purposes. 
His vindi- 


cation comes as a relief to the whole state, who have watched with in- 
terest the attempts to fasten a crime upon this man because he repre-/ 
sented a different faction of republicanism.

Lieutenant -Governor Da- 
vidson got in line through a mistake 
of Chief Clark Eaton in counting the 
vote as a tie and calling the name 
of the lieutenant governor, who vot- 
ed, in favor of the measure.

the vote was. verified, the discovery 
was made that the vote was not a 
tie, 
but was against the eight-hour 


day amendment, and 
the 
measure 


was seni. up to. the assembly defeat- 
ed. 
Amusing Incident 


This highly amusing incident will 


doubtless 'have much prominence in 
the canvass for governor.

ally ir. establishes the fact, hitherto! 
a matter of speculation and doubt, 
that Senator Hatten is "available" as 
a candidate for governor. In the can-

Washington. Dec. 15.—In the nine- 


teenth annual report of i.he Interstate 
Commerce Commission, 
which 
was 


transmitted to congress Thursday, the 
commissioners Jay stress 
upon the 


fact that the ElUins law, I'rom which 
they formerly extracted much hope, 
has proven ineffectual 
to slop 
the 


payment of rebates and the giving of 
preferential rates. 


"Further experience," reads the re- 


port, "compels the 
commission 
to 


modify in some'degree the hopeful ex- 
pectations formerly entertained. Not 
only have various devices for evading 
the law been brought into use, but the 
actual payment of'rebates as such has 
been here and there resumed. More 
frequently the unjust preference is 
brought about by methods which may 
escape the penalties of the law, -but 
which plainly operate to defeat, its 
purpose. This type of evil lias by no 
means-disappeared and is liable to in- 
crease unless effectually restrained." 


Why Drastic Law Is Asked; 


In this statement's? to.be found the 


main reason for the commission's rec- 
ommending to congress the passage 
of the somewhat 
drastic 
measure 


which it has submitted to that body, 
The commissioners insist, it is essen- 
tial that ihey be givfii the power to' 
substitute a just for an unjust rate 
after diie'hearihg. the substituted rate 
to go into effett after a reasonable 
time unless vacated by judicial pro- 
ceedings. 
It is strongly recommend- 


ed that the act be made to include 
certain classes ot carriers now said 
to he exempt and 
that 
the 
term 


"transportation" be enlarged so as to 
.include charges for various services, 
such as refrigeration 
and 
ihe like. 


which are now. claimed to be beyond 
the authority of the commission. 


Attention is called to the fact that 


it is impossible for the shipper to fur- 
nish his refrigeration and that such 
refrigeration Is now rarely provided 
by the railroad. It is stated that the 
majority of 'perishable freight, is car- 
ried in private cars and that this busi- 
ness lias fallen into the hands of two 
or 
three 
companies, chief 
among 


which is the Armour Car Lines. The 
commission Ims'lield that refrigera- 
tion is' a part of. the freight charge 
and has ordered the publication of 
refrigeration schedules. 


It also has shown that the refriger- 


ation charges are exorbitant, but the 
railroads and .the private car lines in- 
sist that this charge is for a local 
service and have refused to offer any 
remedy to the shipper. 
Therefore 


the necessity of making such serv- 
ice a legal .part of the freight rate. 


Sixty-Day Notice. 


The commission is 'heartily in fa- 


vor of extending the required notice 
ot tariff changes from, three 'and ten 
days to sixty days! preserving to the 
commission the right to modify this 
provision as circumstances require. 
This would prevent the filing of "mid- 
night" tariffs and at the same time 
allow-' the commission to make pro- 
vision for the', sudden and necessary 
changes iji eaport tariffs. 
The com- 


mission has always held that the pres- 
ent law requires the publication of 
export tariffs, but the railroads have 
refused to "take this view. To require 
the publication of the domestic rates 
and 
not -of. the export rate, the 


commission 
declares, opens 
wide 


the door for all sorts of discrimina- 
tion, not only with respect to import 
and export traffic, but also with re- 
spect to domestic traffic where the 
same person handles both species of 
business? The commission therefore 
urges that'the power over export and 
import tariffs be explicitly given, to- 
gether with the power to modify the 
provision to meet the requirements 
of changing ocean rates. 


SENATE JARS CANAL. 


Both Side* Join in Adverse Criticism 


of the Panama Board, 


Washington, Dec. 1C..—The Senate 


put in four hours Thursday attacking 
the Panama Canal administration. Ev- 
ery phase of the'-work came up for ad- 
verse criticism, and the Republicans 
joined 
the Democrats 
in hurling 


barbed shafts at President Roosevelt 
and the men he had appointed to car- 
ry out the work. Even the choice o[ 
routes for the canal bobbed up again 
after every one had supposed it had 
been buried, and the friends of the 
Nicaraguan route spoke in the same 
vein that they dirt before the canal 
strip was purchased from Panama. 


The canal emergency appropriation 


bill was under- consideration, but the 
debate wandered far from the subject 
in hand. Senator Teller lugged in the 
Wallace incident and tried to give the 
former chief engineer a clean bill of 
health, in which he' was'seconded by 
Senator Hopkins. The latter declared 
it was not true, as stated by Secre- 
tary Taft recently in liis annual re- 
port, that Mr. Wallace had left the 
task because be had; been ottered a 
larger salary, but "becauce he could 
not build the canal in accordance with 
the spirit of the law." 


Senator Teller led in the attack, and 


ocgan oy saying no aid not uei'.evo 
the waterway would be the' success 
which its friends had hoped. Although 
he had preferred ..the Panama route, 
still, if locks were to be constructed, 
he was prepared to express the opin 


be p'r'faFau'lc. ~'R?. .^Jo'dlh'iit ailT.*: 
past opposition to.bills for isthmian 
cauals was based on the. inadequacy 
ot the plans proposed in Accommodate 
the commerce of ihe world. 
He did 


not moan to charge tliat there had 
been fraud in the management of the 
canal work, but he did believe thai 
i.he work had been entered upon with- 
out due regard or appreciation of its 
importance. 


Mr. Bacon called attention -to the 


failure of the committee on.appropria- 
tions to report au amendment, for the 
reduction of salaries paid by the com- 
mission, and asked if that fact indi- 
cated that the committee 
approves 


them. Without waiting for a reply, ho 
expressed the opinion thai the sala- 
ries were exorbitant andvour of all pro- 
portion to the salaries "paid to other 
government employes. 


Mr. Tillman called for a report on 


the Panama railroad. intiij^-^S lhat 
there is too much-secrecy aboirt.it, 
and saying that, there was danger oC 
loss in such a condition'.

House on insurance .matters-occupied 
the entire time ot'the session without 
result, Thursday, but some very point- 
ed questions were1 asked -.Mr. Payne, 
chairman of ihe 'committee on ways 
and means, which Js seeking:-charge of 
the matter. . Mr. Hepburn, discussing 
ihe resolution referring Uie -recom- 
mendation in the President's message 
to that committee on the .principle that 
the only w.ayvto; regulate -^insurance 
companies was through 
the 
taxing 


power, said by adopting it the -Hor.s , 
would, simply be proclaiming its lack 
ot jurisdiction. Particularly'was this
